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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -5, 8-11,1 5-1 8, 22-26 and 31 are amended, claims 34-45 are added 
and claims 1-45 are pending. 

2. Pending claims 1-45 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: IVIason 
teaches a security label comprising an imprintable matte finish layer, an adhesive layer, 
and a pigment containing pressure sensitive adhesive layer in the order thereof, and the 
security label of Mason is being applied on an article. Mason does not teach the 
claimed marker particles as the pigment In the pressure sensitive adhesive layer, and 
does not teach that in the event of disbondment at least a portion of the pigment 
containing pressure sensitive adhesive layer detaches from the security label. 

4. Updated search has produced Leon (US 6,701 ,304 B2). Leon teaches the 
claimed security document or label except that in the event of disbondment at least a 
portion of taggant or beads containing adhesive layer detaches from the security 
document.
